WHAT 18 GLUCOSE! 


The following article on glucose is 


contributed by Mr». Lore!) Harrison, of 
Peoria, to the 1'rairit Farmrr: 


Webster tells as that glucose is ''a 


sugar obtained from grapes, honey, and 
most 
acid fruits, which is less sweet 


than that of the sugar-cane." It would 
appear from this definition to be a use- 
ful and harmless article, though not as 
valuable a product as that obtained 
from sugar-cane. But is 
this 
the 


glucose ol commerce? 
Some writers 


inform us that glucose is a syrup made 
from 
corn, and is perfectly harmless, 


while others declare that it ia poisonous. 
sulphuric acid, or oil of vitiiol, lime and 
othor injurious ingredients, entering 
largely into its 
composition. 
Some 


persons make a distinction 
between 


glucose and grape sugar, but chemists 
inform us that it is identically the same 
thing, grape sugar being the article in 
a dry Mate, while glucose is liijuid, 


Apiarists, during the past year, have 


kept up a lively I'uailadu for and against 
grape sugar as an article of bcc food, 
some affirming that "it was even better 
than Loney for feeding bees," presuming 
that their knowledge wassupcrior to in- 
finite wisdom who has provided their 
food ;n nature a great laboratory, while 
others declare that, it is poisonous and 
destructive In bee life. 
It has always 


appeared to us contrary to the -d'olden 
Uule to deprive bees nf their natural 
stores, and feed them some other sub- 
Htancc to winter upon. 
''The laborer 


is worthy of his hire," mid naturalists 
tell us it lakes 2.500,001) visits fur one 
pound ol honey. 
These visits arc very 


much shortened by feeding glucose, as 
the bees do not have to leave the hive 
to load uj>, and if foundation is alsn 
furnished, the combs will be sealed up 
very rapidly and be beautifully white. 
It IK certainly n crime, and should* lie 
punished a.s such, to offer for sale sueh 
uri nbnaiinable fraud HS this as honey.
